A WORD  ABOUT  U.  S.  (iOLI)  COINS 


In  the  process  of  forming  his  outstanding  collection,  Mr.  R.  L.  Miles, 
Jr.  gained  a liberal  education,  as  do  most  dedicated  numismatists.  That 
he  learned  a great  deal  about  U.  S.  Gold  Coins  in  the  process  goes 
without  saying.  He  also  learned  a few  useful  lessons  about  collecting 
as  well.  One  of  these  lessons  is  worth  commenting  upon  for  the  benefit 
of  those  who  may  wish  to  follow  his  excellent  example. 

The  numismatic  standards  Mr.  Miles  set  for  himself  were  not  easy. 
His  twin  goals  were  simply  completeness  combined  with  the  highest 
quality.  In  the  course  of  thirty-five  years  of  collecting  he  found  out  that 
these  objectives  were  not  compatible.  One  of  them  tended  to  cancel  out 
the  other.  If  anything  near  completeness  was  to  be  achieved  he  realized 
that  he  would  have  to  compromise  on  quality. 

Mr.  Miles'  explanation  for  the  dilemma  in  which  he  found  himself 
is  instructive.  Every  collector  will  recognize,  when  he  thinks  about  it, 
that  the  vast  majority  of  dates  and  varieties  of  U.  S.  Gold  Coins  do  not 
exist  in  Uncirculated  condition,  in  spite  of  the  fact  the  grade  may  be 
priced  in  current  reference  books. 

The  man  with  only  modest  ambitions  for  his  collection  may  think 
this  situation  does  not  affect  him  because  he  is  not  concerned  with 
great  and  expensive  rarities.  If  so,  he  is  due  for  a rude  awakening. 
Many  fairly  "common"  coins  in  the  U.  S.  Gold  series,  like  those  dated 
between  1840  and  1870  in  the  $80.00  to  $125.00  price  range,  are  never 
found  in  mint  state.  In  certain  cases  the  "finest  known"  specimens  are 
only  in  a choice  Very  Fine.  Holding  off  for  a mythical  example  with 
full  mint  lustre  can  only  result  in  a number  of  unfilled  blanks.  Mr. 
Miles  strove  for  over  three  decades  to  get  every  coin  in  Uncirculated 
condition.  Before  the  end  of  his  collecting  career  he  found  out  that  he 
had  to  settle  for  the  lesser  grades  in  many  instances.  Needless  to  say, 
this  proved  quite  costly  to  him,  for  the  coins  could  have  been  acquired 
at  a much  earlier  date  and,  of  course,  at  much  lower  prices. 

Until  the  beginning  of  this  Century,  gold  was  regarded  with  respect 
in  the  U.  S.  Mints.  Both  the  times  and  the  processes  of  coin  production 
were  leisurely.  Although  gold  pieces  were  handled  more  carefully  after 
striking  than  coins  are  today,  they  still  came  in  contact  with  their 
brothers  in  the  containers  in  which  they  were  stored  or  shipped.  The 
resulting  miniscule  rubbing  and  nicks  are  not  indications  of  circulation. 
It  is  now  customary  to  refer  to  them  as  "bag  marks"  or  "handling 
marks."  On  the  proof-like  surface  of  many  of  our  early  coins  these 
marks  are  much  more  noticeable  than  on  later  issues.

Only  with  such  great  and  important  sales  as  the  Bell  (1045),  Lee  (1040), 
Baldenhofer  (1055),  Delta  (1061),  Wolf  son  (1062),  and  Pierce  (1965),  does  a 
complete  collection  become  available  for  sale.  This  set,  like  the  others  mentioned, 
is  being  offered  individually  to  give  the  largest  possible  group  of  buyers  a chance 
to  fill  their  needs  in  one  of  the  most  popular  and  sought-after  series.

The  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  was  held  in  San  Francisco  from  Febru- 
ary 20th  to  December  4th,  1915,  in  celebration  of  the  construction  and 
opening  of  the  Panama  Canal.  It  was  one  of  the  largest  expositions  ever 
held  in  the  United  States  and  attracted  world-wide  attention.  Forty-four 
States,  United  States  Territories,  and  thirty-six  foreign  nations  were  repre- 
sented. 

The  coins  struck  in  connection  with  the  Exposition  are  among  the  most 
interesting  of  the  United  States  Commemorative  issues.  Among  them  were 
two  Fifty  Dollar  Gold  pieces,  the  only  coins  of  that  denomination  to  be  issued 
by  the  United  States  Government. 

The  San  Francisco  mint  prepared  approximately  1,500  sets  of  the  1915 
commemoratives,  but  only  483  were  actually  sold  at  the  Exposition.  The 
balance  were  returned  to  the  mint  for  remelting.  Of  the  small  group  of  sets 
to  come  on  the  market  we  doubt  if  half  the  original  number  exist  today. 
Priced  at  a mere  $200.00  just  over  fifty  years  ago,  their  value  has  increased 
to  the  point  where  they  are  quoted  at  $10,000.00  on  today's  market.  Apart 
from  their  historical  and  artistic  interest,  the  Panama-Pacific  coins  have 
proved  to  be  an  excellent  investment.

The  Half  Eagle  coinage  began  in  1795  and  terminated  in  1929.  None  were 
coined  in  the  years  of  18U1,  1816,  1817,  and  1916  to  1928  inclusive.  All  other  years 
ivere  struck  at  the  Philadel phin  Mint.  They  were  also  coined  at  Dahlonega, 
Georgia,  1838-1861  ; Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  1838-1861  ; Carson  City,  Nevada, 
1870-1893;  Denver,  1906-1914;  and  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  from  1854  to  1916. 

Only  the  famous  Bell  Sale  1944  and  Wolf  son  Sale  1962,  compared  in  scope 
with  this  collection ; but  we  must  state  that  the  over-all  quality  of  the  Half  Eagles 
in  this  Sale,  is  finer  than  the  W'olfson  Collection  and  nearly  on  par  ivith  the 
Bell  Sale.
